Yes. Some people believe that tanning beds 
are safer than sun exposure. This is absolutely 
untrue. In fact, rays from tanning beds are 50 
times stronger than what you get from the sun. 
Avoid them at all costs. Also, some people who 
use spray tanning and other artificial products 
believe that the “tan” they get from them gives 
them a base coat of sun protection. Not true. 
The chemicals in these products only affect 

the top layer of skin and will wash off or fade in 
a matter of days. You may look “tan” but you 
still need sunscreen.

SEPARATION ANXIETY 
On Tuesday, officials in Amagansett notified 
officials in neighboring villages of their recent 
décision—made in a closed-door meeting—to 
exit the East End Union (EEU). The move, 
which has been nicknamed the “Amagexit,” sent 
shock waves across the South Fork. Numerous 
opponents of the idea took to the streets 
in protest, calling the Amagexit a potentially 
devastating move for Amagansett businesses 
and homeowners. Police were called to keep 
the peace. According to officials, details have 
yet to be completely worked out, but among the 
changes in store once Amagexit takes effect is 
a shutting down of the free flow of commercial 
traffic through the village. This will involve the 
erection of guarded border crossings, where 
visitors will have to show ID and state a reason 
for proceeding into or through the village, 
and will also have to indicate an expected 
length of stay. Among those alarmed by the 
move is Angie Salett, chairman of the East End 
Coleslaw Authority. “By slowing the movement 
of important coleslaw transports to the far 
end of the fork, the Amagexit will put coleslaw 
supplies in jeopardy, not only in Amagansett but 
through all points east, and will unnecessarily 
detain our transport vehicles,” Salett said. “The 
Coleslaw Authority has labored ceaselessly 
to reduce interruptions in the local coleslaw 
- supply, and this threatens to undo the real 
progress we have made.” Police reported no 
significant injuries, and protests had calmed by 
nightfall on Tuesday.

Hand Over Hand 


The Final Book Returns to the John Jermain Memorial Library

t exactly 10:30 a.m. last Saturday, a 

librarian at the temporary Sag Harbor 
library, on West Water Street around the corner 
from the 7-Eleven, came to the front door with 
a book and handed it to an eager local resident. 
This resident turned and handed it to the next 
resident in line. And that resident turned and 
handed it to the next resident. 

Thus it was that the hardcover book Sag 
Harbor, An American Beauty, written in 1991 by 
Dorothy Ingersoll Zaykowski, made its way, one 
person handing it off to another, bucket-brigade 
fashion, down the steps of the temporary 
library, across to Main Street and through the 
center of town until an hour later, having been 
handled by hundreds of people, it made its 
way to the front door of the newly restored 
John Jermain Memorial Library, across from 
the Whaling Museum, to the waiting hands of 
library director Catherine Creedon. This was 
the final book to leave the temporary library. 
And with the book’s arrival, the John Jermain 
Memorial Library, originally built 106 years ago 
with money supplied by a rich woman named 
Margaret Olivia Slocum Sage, re-opened to the 
public. All of the books that had been in the 
library in its crippled state 5 years ago, before 


the reconstruction began, were now back on 
the shelves. 

This event Saturday morning absolutely 
riveted the attention of the entire population 
of Sag Harbor. When this book brigade got 
underway at 10:30 a.m., there were 300 people 
ready to pass it along hand over hand, not 
enough to get even a tenth of the way to the 
library. To solve this problem, when the book 
was handed forward by the back of the line, the 
person who handed it forward ran to the front 
of the line to receive it for a second time—and 
then a third. But by the time this human chain 
got as far as the Emporium Hardware Store, 
hundreds more people had arrived, and by 


the time the book got to the renovated library, 


with traffic now shut down in both directions 
to allow the crowds to complete the work 
and with the Sag Harbor Community Band 
playing John Phillip Sousa marches, it had been 
touched by almost 1,000 people. It was one of 
the greatest days in the history of Sag Harbor. 
Sag Harbor was founded in 1707, about 70 
years before the Declaration of Independence 
was written. Its heyday came in the first half of 
the 19th century when it became—along with 
New Bedford, Lahaina, Hawaii and Nantucket— 
one of the four major whaling ports in North 
America. More than 100 oceangoing whaling 


ships docked in Sag Harbor in the 1840s. 
And great fortunes were made, leading to the 
construction of many ship captains’ homes in 
the village. 

By 1849, however, the demand for whale oil 
had declined, as kerosene became the way 
to light your home after dark. The whaling 
economy collapsed. The accumulated wealth 
of the community remained, however, and it 
wasn’t until about 1920 that the descendants of 
the whaling captains finally finished spending 
the great bulk of it. After that, Sag Harbor went 
into a serious economic decline, only to be 
restored to its former greatness as a tourist 
town in the 1990s. It thrives today, proud of 
its heritage. And proud of itself as a close-knit, 
small town. 

In 1907, however, when wealthy people still 
dwelled in Sag Harbor, Mrs. Sage, the widow 
of financier Russell Sage, paid to have Pierson 
High School built and Mashashimuet Park 
developed. She also donated a huge sum of 
money to build a glorious, classical-style marble 
and granite library on Main Street—a public 
building worthy of a small city. The library was 
designed by architect Augustus N. Allen, and its 
great dome was of copper, iron, terracotta and 
stained glass. The dome was designed by the 
R. Guastavino Company, (Cont'd on next page) 
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which also designed and built the domes 
at the Cathedral of Saint John the Divine 
in Manhattan, at Grand Central Station, at 
the University of Virginia library and at 
the Boston Public Library. The library was 
a wonder for the age. And it was named 
in honor of Major John Jordan Jermain, a 
revolutionary war militiaman and hero. 

But it was not something that could be 
kept up, even with a good-sized endowment 
from the Sage family in later years. 

By 2000, the library was a dark, gloomy 
place with out-of-date lighting and 
plumbing. And when it rained, the dome 
leaked. Pails would have to be set down on

the floor to catch the drips. Something had 
to be done. But it would cost a fortune to fix. 

In 2004, the board of the John Jermain Library 
proposed to build a smaller wood-shingled 
library out at Mashashimuet Park, a bit of a 
long walk from the center of town. There would 
be lots of parking there. The old library could 
be made into a meeting hall. A $6.4 million 
bond was voted upon by the townspeople. It 
failed to pass. People overwhelmingly wanted 
the downtown John Jermain Memorial Library 
restored to its former glory. 

There is a long story about an old wooden 
mansion adjacent to the John Jermain Library 
that two sisters owned and fought over 
for years. It was falling to ruin. The library 
wanted to buy it to create a much-needed 
extension to the library there. But nothing 
came of that effort. | 

A year or two later, the library board figured

out a way to design an extension without having 
to bother buying the ruined adjacent mansion. 
And with that, they went back to the people 
for a vote, asking the townspeople to give 
$10 million for the renovation of the John 
Jermain Memorial Library where it stood. This 
time the town voted yes. 

With that, the library prepared for the 
reconstruction. There were 22,000 books at 
John Jermain. Soon it would shut down and 
construction barriers would be going up around 
it. The library board packed up 2/3 of the 
books and put them in storage. The remaining 
1/3 was then taken to the temporary library 
and put on metal shelves there. The library and 
the services it provides, much reduced, would 
continue at the temporary location for as long 
as it would take. 


It took five years. And it didn’t cost 
-$10 million. It cost $15 million, with the 
additional $5 million raised privately by the 
library board, one donation at a time. 

And so, finally, with new facilities at John 
Jermain—an expanded lecture hall for films 
and programs and community organizations, 
a new children’s room, a multi-purpose 
space for classes, a teen area with a content 
creation lab, a scholar’s study which can be 
reserved by authors and researchers, a staff 
| ; kitchen and break room, a staff office, gallery

Stargazer, Montauk Billboards, Beachfront Park, Sandbagging

L ocal news matters. Here are some 
stories that are rattling around our 
community this week. 


THE BILLBOARD NOTE 

For some reason that nobody can quite 
figure out, the bureaucrats up in Albany last 
month caused to be-erected eight enormous 
six-foot-by-eight-foot billboards throughout the 
community of Montauk, urging people to enjoy 
all the attractions and wonders of the entire 
state of New York, now that you are here. A 
good deal of New York is upstate. Imagine 
this. You drive out from New York City and 
every once in a while there is a sign reading 
MONTAUK and an arrow pointing the way. You 
can take three, even four, hours to get through 
traffic to get to Montauk. 

Since Montauk is part of New York, and 
during the whole trip out you are in New York, 
it’s an embarrassment to everybody that when 
visitors get to Montauk, where signs announce 
THE END and NEXT STOP PORTUGAL, you read 


eight enormous metal ones that read WELCOME 
TO NEW YORK. 

A big ruckus ensued about these signs. All 
eight of the signs, by the way, were near the 
Montauk Harbor fishing docks at Flamingo 
Road and Westlake Drive. The state pencil 
pushers must have become aware that every 
road coming into Montauk is from a place 
already in New York, except where a few dozen 
seasick fishermen might have sailed over from 
Connecticut or a few dozen tourists came in by 
ferry from Block Island, come in at the fishing 


~ docks every day. Well, they had eight signs, 


with orders to put them in Montauk. Cost about 
a quarter-million dollars. So put them all up at 
the docks. 

Protests ensued. And the state caved, mostly. 
They have agreed and carried away seven of 
these big signs, leaving just one. Here are all 
the words on the sign. WELCOME TO NEW 
YORK. EXPERIENCE*EXPLORE*ENJOY. I LOVE

STARGAZER IN TROUBLE 

Everyone who drives out to the eastern end 
of Long Island knows that when they reach the 
50-foot-tall red “Stargazer” sculpture along the 
side of the road in Manorville, they can start 
to relax, kick off their shoes and begin to feel 
the wind in their hair and sand in their clothes. 
The sculpture has been there for 25 years. 
For a long time the Hampton Jitney helped 
the sculptor who sketched the idea, designed, 
built and made it, maintain it. But that woman, 
Linda Scott, died last year at the age of 77. And 
someone needs to step up to the plate. 

Leading the effort to find the financial 
resources to do so is her partner in life, David 
Morris of Springs. As a mechanical engineer, 
he created the stainless steel armature inside 
the sculpture to keep it upright and safe. 
There is a steel base six feet underground to 
keep it stable. The steel above is clad in wood 
bracing and plywood and painted stucco. And 
it has survived winter after winter for all these 
years, along with three major hurricanes. The 
land it is on is farmland that is preserved, and

Development Corp., has pressed their case 
to get the approvals it needs. The response 
from Sag Harbor Village has been—since a new 
mayor took over—forget it, it’s going to be a 
park. The village has even discussed possibly 
taking the property by eminent domain. 

Until now, Greystone has remained adamantly 
unwilling to modify or compromise their 
project. But now the village and the developers 
are singing a new tune. They are trying to work 
out a compromise. It might be possible to set 
back some condos from a public beach and as 
such maximize both the size of a new park and 
a development of residences behind it. There’s 
more to come, we hope. And there is always 
eminent domain. : 


MONTAUK NEVER SATISFIED 

Over last winter, the Army Corps of Engineers 
installed an underground wall of sandbags to 
reinforce the two-mile long stretch of ocean 
beach that protects downtown Montauk. Half 
the town opposed their doing this. There were 
demonstrations. At certain points people stood 
in front of bulldozers on the beach so the work 
had to stop. But in the end, the job, at a cost of 
$9 million, was done. As a result, the dunes at 
the back of the beach rises to the height it was 
back in the 1960s, when I was a lad. You climb 
over it to get to the beach. 

Now, however, there are more complaints, 
and this time it’s mostly that they didn’t do 
enough. There are wooden stairs with railings 
that go up the dune and down the other side to 
the beach—but they forgot to make ramps out 
of part of them, so wheelchairs have problems. 

Secondly, the Army Corps of Engineers has 
now sent out a $1 billion, that’s BILLION, plan 
to save the beach from Montauk out and across 
Fire Island, a distance of 60 miles. Montauk, 
they say, was promised inclusion in this, the 
current fix just “temporary,” but the big, big 
plan does not include Montauk. The Army 
Corps just offers to replenish the sand to see 
the sandbags are fully covered every four years. 

The big beach project sent out, however, is 
just preliminary for local authorities to look 
at and make comment about. So our local 
authorities say INCLUDE US. YOU PROMISED. 

As for the wheelchair access, there is one 
place, by Sloppy Tuna, where there is a big gap 
in the beach. So no problem for wheelchairs if 
they go there. Nevertheless, the stairs at the 
ends are half a mile away from this, so if you 
live out at the ends, you still need to drive to 
that entrance. 


There were demonstrations. At 
certain points people stood in front 
of bulldozers on the beach so the 
work had to stop. 


Meanwhile, plansandapprovals and paperwork 
are being tossed around so the modest addition 
of ramps at the two ends, instead of just being - 
built in a few days work by a couple of carpenters, 
should instead be in place just in time for 
winter, when nobody would need them until 
next year.

Taxi! Taxi! 


Regulations and Rates and Rules and Licenses 


BY DAN RATTINER 


f you get into a taxicab anywhere in 

Southampton, you should see a list of rates 
for different rides on a sheet that is posted 
in the car’s driver’s side rear window. This 
document is also the license from the town 
to be a taxi. The driver’s credentials checked 
out. He or she has been fingerprinted and 
background-checked by the town police before 
the license is awarded. The list/license must 
be posted. 

This sheet is being misused, though, or at 
least it was in a ride that was recently brought 
to my attention. The cost of a ride from the 
Omni to the Atlantic Golf Club, a distance of just 
four miles, was quoted at an outrageously high 
sum. This was after the ride was completed. 
Rider beware. When the passenger complained, 
the driver said he’d actually discounted the 
price. He pointed to his rates posted in the 


window. “These are the rates approved by the 
town,” the driver said. 

“These are town rates?” 

“Yes. Official town rates. It says so.” 

He pointed to a headline across the side of 
the sheet that read SOUTHAMPTON TOWN 
2016 TAXI RATE SHEET. And he noted that on 
the bottom it reads RATES ON FILE IN THE 
TOWN CLERK’S OFFICE YEAR 2016. It was 
embossed with the town seal. 

Could these high prices actually be the town 
taxi rates? 

I called the Town Clerk to ask about this, 
and was told that no, these weren’t the town 
prescribed rates. The town doesn’t list rates. It 
asks the taxi drivers to write their rates, and so 
these were the taxi-offered rates. 

“Some of them are outrageous,” 
Sundy Schermeyer offered. 

And indeed they are. 

It was obvious to me that these rate

sheets, made by the cab company or the 
individual licensed driver, not by the town, 
are pretty much a license to overcharge. They 
enter outrageous numbers. Then the town 
stamps it and approves it. The embossed seal 
had raised lettering. 

“Our stamp just announces they’ve been 
approved as a licensed taxi driver. We stamp 
them and so taxi drivers can’t use a copy 
machine and monkey with the rates they’ve 
written,” Schermeyer told me. 

Neither she nor anybody else in the Town 
Clerk’s office had noticed this easy way a 
cab driver could delude a customer to accept 
high rates. When I pointed it out, she said 
she saw what I’m talking about, and she 
will have the document modified so it can’t 
give that impression. 

It is good that this will be fixed, but it 
will take a bit of time to get the change out 
into the system with (Cont'd on next page) 
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new forms, and | doubt you will see it fixed 
before the season ends. 

As a result of this, and because | was now 
curious, I began to look into the rates charged 
and licensing procedures in both Southampton 
and East Hampton. The situation is complex 
and fluid. It’s a situation that needs to be better 
regulated to avoid certain problems. 

A year or so ago, a Taxi Commission was 
established by Suffolk County and I have not 
yet contacted them, but with all the towns and 
villages involved and the fact that taxicabs 
move freely among them and can come in from 
out of town and go back out again, this is going 
to be a big job. 

In East Hampton, companies must have local 
East Hampton offices for their cabs, and these 


offices must be headquartered in the town. 
This means cabs owned by outsiders (from 
Brookhaven, Water Mill, Kalamazoo, New York 
City, Uruguay, etc.) are not licensed to pick 
you up in that town. No other town has this 
restriction. In East Hampton, East Hamptonites 
take care of the taxi business. 

Also, East Hampton, unlike Southampton, 
does not require lists of rates to be posted 
in the taxis. So you need to ask before you get 
in, which is not a bad idea wherever you get 
in a cab. I have found out by checking some of 
these cabbies out in some of these locations 
that the taxis are for the most part quite clean 
and the drivers are nice. | did ask about a price 
from point A to point B and did not find anyone 
who was giving me an out-of-bounds rate. All

had local licenses (which cost about $1,000 a 
year) posted. 

I do think that the county, with its new 
commission, should require that a phone 
number for complaints be posted in a cab, 
as you see elsewhere, and that the county 
gather up for this purpose files on each of the 
cabs licensed in each of the towns, so that 
complaints can be monitored. If a cabbie is not 
doing his job right for one reason or another, 
a commission needs to know, and such a 
commission could recommend to a town that 
a license be pulled and show the evidence of a 
litany of complaints. 

As you know, the eastern end of Long Island 
is a crazy quilt of town and village jurisdictions. 
At the present time, some of the villages have 
no regulations for taxicabs, relying on the 
towns that surround them for regulation. They 
should regulate inside the villages, too. 

I wonder what Sag Harbor does? The Village 
of Sag Harbor is divided between two towns. 
From the centerline of Division Street (which 
runs right through the center of town) to 
the east you are in East Hampton Town and 


i) from the centerline to the west you are in 


Southampton Town. 

Ms. Schermeyer, who is fixing the easily 
misunderstood license and rate sheet in 
Southampton, noted that this thing gets even 
more complicated. On the bottom of the sheet 
for Southampton, there is a space for the 
cab company to write what additional charges 
might accrue. The one I have a copy of says 
“Local $5.00 each additional person out town 
varies with distance.” This is not good English. 

“There will be a charge for $25 if you throw up 
in the car,” Schermeyer told me was one of the 
more interesting comments she’s read. 

There is also the fact that an out-of-town 
cabbie with no license can jump a line of cabs 
to the front and create an uproar, and what’s to 
be done about it? 

Things now are just so much different than 
they used to be. A long time ago, I was at the 
Montauk railroad station late one night when 
Sidney Lumet was filming a scene for the movie 
Deathtrap. The train pulls into the station and 
just one passenger gets off, a young novelist 
played by Christopher Reeve. He had hoped to 
get off at Water Mill, but he slept through that 
station. Now he’s at Montauk, talking to the 
single cab driver there, an older woman sitting 
in a 20-year-old station wagon with the engine 
running and black oil smoke belching out the 


‘back, waiting for him. 


“Where to, fella?” she asks. 

“Where am I?” he wonders. 

All the way back to Water Mill, she gets him 
up to date with all the local gossip in this small 
fishing town. Reeve listens patiently. 

And, by the way, Uber is coming to 
Southampton. It will probably be in business 
by the time you read this. Uber officials left a 
meeting with East Hampton officials last year 
when told everybody would have to have a taxi 
office in that town. But there is no such law in 
Southampton. So again, as in Sag Harbor, what 
happens with Uber when you cross over from 
an Uber town to get to an Uber-free town, and 
then need to get back out? 

Taxi regulation is a work in _ progress 
here. The county commission number is

This is evident for example 
in the Estates At Remsenburg, a 23 Acre/19 lot subdivision recently 
approved, that is 50% sold out pre-construction. Where prices are coming 
down mostly is on many properties that were on the market for a long 
time, improperly priced and or with a lack of real exposure—we call that 
the listed and lost syndrome. Combined with Wall Street uneasiness and 
an uncertain political and economic climate, sales will continue to be slow 
for the most part, most notably at the high end, with a possible uptick 
across the board as the cycle of seasonality and the aforementioned plays 
its part.

nce called the “wild, wild east,” Montauk’s appeal as an escape 
Ms no longer a secret. Wind-swept bluffs abut deep harbors and 
aa premier surf spots. Miles of serpentine hiking trails curl around the 
lighthouse, the oldest in New York State. With its preserved, raw natural 
beauty, the hamlet is light years away from Gotham’s concrete jungle in 
every way except one: You can drive there. 

“It feels like it’s far, far away,” begins Women’s Health publisher 
Laura Frerer-Schmidt, who finished building her “healthy home” on 
Montauk’s bay bluffs last year. “But you still feel like you're in an isolated, 
wilderness environment.” The house capitalizes on that feeling, perfectly 
encapsulating The End’s breezy, wellness-minded aura. 

The home emphasizes healthy living in its every aspect. The sightlines 
encourage peace of mind; the scope of the property and build of the six- 
bedroom, four-bath house help you to achieve physical wellness; and the 
sustainable materials used in construction are environmentally conscious. 

A longtime New York City resident with Louisiana roots, Frerer-Schmidt 
and husband Brian Schmidt began searching for a place to build a second 
home in 2014. Both longed for more green space than their Brooklyn

loft offered. They settled on Montauk at the suggestion of friend and 
business partner Lauren Bush Lauren, whose husband David Lauren 
spent summers in the hamlet. 

“The thing [about Montauk] that appealed to both of us was the bay 
bluffs,” Frerer-Schmidt says, noting that the bluffs offered the perfect 
compromise between the beach, which presented her idea of relaxation, 
and upstate New York living, which was his. “Our real estate agent told 
us that the bay bluffs of Montauk are the highest elevation on the East 
Coast. We're about 70’ above sea level, but we're on the water. So it’s 
this hilly, craggy, tree-filled property that comes up to an edge and then 
goes straight down to [Fort Pond Bay],” she raves. 

When building the home, inspiration came from the two-acre property 
itself, which overlooks Culloden Point. “[The land] felt very historic, 
authentic, super outdoorsy and unique...the design of the house fell in line 
with that whole sensibility. You want a feeling like everything is a breath of 
fresh air,” Frerer-Schmidt notes.

“The whole property has that,” Frerer-Schmidt says. 

“Design-wise, we wanted the home to feel natural, like a winding 
journey through the property to the waterfront. We lined [the property] up 
so that everything would have this feeling...like a journey into the water,” 
she continues. 

As you travel up the natural driveway, which features Long Island 
stone with quartz and steel, you first spot the home; coming closer, 
the home's extensive use of glass becomes apparent. You can see 
through to the backyard where there’s a pool, then a pool house, 
and beyond that, the bluffs leading down to Fort Pond Bay. One of 
the home's unique aspects is the third-story roof deck, which offers 
sweeping views of the water. “I think that the transparency that’s 
achieved with pathways, glass, the roof deck and porches is 
essential to the journey and the connectedness throughout the 
entire two-acre property,” Frerer-Schmidt says.

Commonly Used by East Enders

he East End is a legacy community where families summer by 

the ocean, bay and wineries for continual generations. These 

families engage in strategic succession planning, whereby a 
trust, as an essential planning tool, is generally the best vessel to pass 
one’s Hamptons or North Fork real estate onto the next generation. A trust 
can address both federal and New York State estate tax issues, which can 
be crippling if ignored. 

New York State taxes estates valued over $4,187,500 in 2016 ata 
rate that can reach up to 16%. In addition to New York State’s estate tax, 
the federal government taxes estates over $5,450,000 in 2016 at a rate 
that can reach up to 40%. So all individuals who don’t want their family’s 
summer home to fall victim to the tax collector must consider how best to 
pass their legacy onto the next generation. 

Even with lower real estate valuations, trusts remain an essential 
succession-planning tool because they can prevent creditors from seizing 
certain properties and can control future generations from engaging in an 
undesired liquidation of the family’s home. This is the list of 5 of the more 
common trusts used by East Enders. 


QTIP 


QTIP stands for a qualified terminable interest property trust. This trust 
enables an owner to allow his or her surviving spouse to maintain use of 
the property for her or his remaining lifetime but dictates that the trust's 
property goes onto the next generation upon the second-to-die spouse's 
death. It’s a terrific vessel for an individual in a second marriage who 
desires to protect both the spouse and children. In fact, this vessel is 
optimal where an individual loves his or her spouse but does not feel 


comfortable in blindly trusting that spouse's future decision-making in 
protecting the first-to-die’s children. Many surviving spouses can outlive 
the first-to-die by decades and may remarry, find a religion to which 
they dedicate their life (and assets on death), or simply lose interest in 
stepchildren during the years before their own demise. 


CST 


CST stands for a credit shelter trust. This trust enables an individual to 
combine his or her New York State estate tax exemption, $4,187,500, 
with that of his or her spouse for a total of $8,375,000 in exemptions. 
As a result, a CST can cause no estate tax to be due where a couple 
has total assets of under $8,375,000 and the spouses separated their 
assets equally pre-death. With respect to federal estate tax, a CST is not 
required because of a concept called portability, whereby the executor of 
the estate files a timely Form 706 to join the spouse’s federal exemptions 
of $5,450,000 to a total exemption of $10,900,000. However, without 
a CST and through the use of portability, the appreciation of assets 
will be subject to federal estate taxes, whereas a CST has the added 
benefit of freezing assets at their value at the time that the trust was 
funded as opposed to the date of death valuations. So, even with the 
federal portability concept, a CST proves advantageous where assets are 
appreciating, such as real estate on the East End. 


SPENDTHRIFT 


A spendthrift trust is designed for a beneficiary who can’t control his or 
her spending. This trust prevents the beneficiary from transferring his 
or her rights to future payments of income or the (Continued on page 32)

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(Continued from page 24) corpus (i.e., the house) to a creditor for value. 
With a spendthrift trust for a vacation home, the trustee can rent the 
home for months during the season to third-party tenants while limiting 
the beneficiary's use to a rental period relative to the accumulated income 
from the rentals and the operating costs for maintaining the property (i.e., 


payment for the beneficiary's use). 


QPRT 

QPRT stands for a qualified personal residence trust, which is established 
pursuant to 26 CFR 25.2702-5(c). Under this trust, the settlor (i.e., person 
forming the trust) places their residence into a trust during their lifetime 
while continuing to live in that residence rent-free. If the settlor outlives the 
trust's set duration (i.e., term), then no estate tax is ever due on transferring 
the residence to the trust’s beneficiaries and the settlor can nonetheless 
continue living in the property for the remainder of his or her lifetime. If, 
however, the settlor does not outlive the term of the trust, then estate tax 
is due and the previously paid gift tax is forgiven. For East Enders, this 
is typically the best trust option because a QPRT works for either the 
settlor's principal residence or a second residence (e.g., summer home) 
and a married couple can have up to three QPRTs. The advantage of this 
trust is that a residence can be transferred to beneficiaries while freezing 
the future appreciation of the property (i.e., paying estate / gift tax; federal 
gift tax is taxed at 40%, but New York State does not have state gift tax) 
on today’s fair market value, not at the date-of-death fair market value. 
Further, the gift tax due on funding the trust is not based upon the full 
fair market value of the house on the date of transfer but instead is a far 
reduced sum that is determined based upon the duration that the trust 
is set to remain in existence, the life expectancy of the settlor, and a set 
interest rate from IRC §7520 (i.e., valuation tables of the tax code). Under 
a QPRT, an East End family can summer for future generations. 


PRT 


PRT stands for a personal residence trust, which is established 


pursuant to 26 CFR 25.2702-5(b). Like a QPRT, the settlor (i.e., 
person forming the trust) places their residence into a trust during 
their lifetime while continuing to live in that residence rent-free into 
the future. However, unlike a QPRT, a PRT can be terminated 
before the end of the trust’s term where the residence’s ownership 
will be split into a joint ownership interest, as tenants in common, 
between the settlor and beneficiaries. The apportionment of the tenants 
in common ownership interests is based upon the valuation of 
the remaining term and the valuation of the remainder interests. 
The reasons to terminate the trust vary, but the main reason is where 
it’s unexpected that the settlor will outlive the trust’s term and an 
alternative planning strategy is advantageous under those facts. 
Another dissimilarity between a QPRT and PRT is that where a 
QPRT may be rented to third parties so long as the settlor uses the 
property for a minimum of the greater of 15 days or a time period 
that exceeds 10% of the number of days during such year for which 
such unit is rented at a fair rental (See IRC 280A(d)(1)), a PRT can only 
be occupied by the settlor, the settlor’s spouse and_ other 
dependents. Lastly, a QPRT’s residence can be sold and transferred 
into a qualified annuity instrument or reinvested into 
another residence, whereas a PRT prohibits the sale of 
the residence. 


BONUS CONCEPT: There is no tax on estate / gift transfers 


between spouses, which is why many of the above trusts work.

We’re looking forward to 
having Trombone Shorty, and fabulous live pe 
silent auction prizes.” 

_ The planned aquatic center will itis two 
pools: one for athletics and one for recreation. 

“The pools will provide opportunities 
for fitness training, rehabilitation and 
Drownproofing,” says Henkin. “Montauk is 
surrounded by water on three sides, so it’s 
really important to have water safety training.” 

Other possible uses for the pool include 
Mommy-and-me classes and private and group 
swimming lessons. “Our goal is to provide a 
space for families year-round, from recreation 
to birthday parties, as well as providing a fun 
place to go to on rainy days,” Henkin says. 

The other component, a cultural center, will 
provide performance space and a meeting and 
activity room for theater productions, live music, 
conferences and community programming. 
“There’s going to be a larger and a smaller 
theater,” Henkin explains. “The smaller theater, 
which can hold up to 100 people, can be open 
for civic organizations, while other activities can 
take place in the large room that holds up to 
250 people.” 

Also included in the design is a two-story 
light-filled entry lobby that will be an ideal 
space for exhibits and art shows, while 
outside the beautiful grounds can be used for 
sculpture exhibitions. 

“I think the programming will only be limited 
by our imagination. We’re hoping for the 
Montauk Playhouse to be a gathering place for 
local families with young children, and a place 
to go to for evening parties, movie nights, teen 
lectures, adult education series and master 
classes,” says Henkin. 

The Montauk Playhouse could begin 
construction as early as next year, and the entire 
project will take approximately 12 to 15 months 
to complete.

for the Arts’ upcoming production of My 
Fair Lady is going to turn heads. With a smaller 
cast and two-piano musical arrangement, the 
show is going to be stripped of much of the 
“spectacle.” This exciting new endeavor is 
being directed by 33-year-old Michael Arden, 
who’s no stranger to directing innovative work. 
Arden, a Juilliard alumnus, began as an actor 
on Broadway in 2003’s Big River as Tom Sawyer, 
but always wanted to direct. Arden says, “I’m 
thrilled and grateful to work as an actor, which 
has helped me as a director. [When acting] | 
was able to see a process.” Acting has helped 
Arden direct others. “As a director, I get to 
help everyone achieve their greatest work, 
especially working with actors,” he says. “I’ve 
been the actor and been the actor who gets in 


their own way and | want to be able to clear the -

The My Fair Lady project came together when 
Arden performed in a production of Stephen 
Schwartz’s The Hunchback of Notre Dame, 


directed by Bay Street Artistic Director Scott | 


Schwartz. “[Scott and I] had been looking to do 
a project together and he called me and said, 
‘Why don’t you direct My Fair Lady with two 
pianos?” Arden says. “It shows a willingness [of 
Bay Street Theater] to do something different.” 

Like most, Arden originally pictured My Fair 
Lady as a grand, spectacular affair with lots of 
glitz and a huge orchestra. “[Using two pianos] 
focuses the play. I’d only known My Fair Lady 
as a show with huge costumes, huge sets, 
60 actors and the first time a turntable was used 
in theater,” he notes of the original production. 
“For me, it’s looking at it like the play Pygmalion, 
and get back to the [George Bernard] Shaw of 
it all. When you look at that way, it’s really 
exciting. It’s not a huge play; it’s a story about 
these two people, Eliza and Henry Higgins.” 

My Fair Lady is not the first time Arden’s 
directed a new take on an established show. 
Arden was nominated for a Tony Award for 
directing Deaf West Theatre’s Spring Awakening. 


His first exposure to deaf theater was in Big 
River. “J went to an audition for Big River 
knowing no deaf people and it was sort of by 
chance or divine intervention that I got into 
that and got into the deaf community,” he says. 

The young director’s exciting stage career is 
complemented by his exciting personal plans. 
Arden is engaged to actor Andy Mientus. “We 
met at the opening night of Twyla Tharp’s 
The Times They Are A-Changin’. Andy’s college 
roommate was in the show with me,” Arden 
explains with a smile. “We got engaged a few 
years ago and are marrying in August.” 

Arden is also a vocal proponent for LGBTQ 
rights and advocacy. “I think we’re at a critical 
moment in history,” he says. “It’s incredibly 


important for people’s voices and thoughts to 
be known and for people to not be silent on 
issues of their injustice. It’s going to take every 
group of people that’s been discriminated 
against to come together and ultimately, that’s 
about laying our weapons down and coming 
together in love.” 

Speaking of love, Arden hopes audiences will 
love the love story of Eliza and Henry in My Fair 
Lady. “We’re used to seeing Higgins as a father 
figure to Eliza, and I’m excited at looking at 
these people as equals,” Arden says. &L

Westlake Fish House Delivers a Fresh Catch! 


BY EMILY SMITH GILBERT 


T ucked away in the Westlake Marina is restaurant 
gem Westlake Fish House. Inside, the dining 
room walls are painted nautical white and blue. The 
tabletops are a beautifully distressed copper. The 
aesthetic is “refined rustic’—but not pretentious. 
Anything but that. In a way, the décor mimics the 
menu, which doesn’t mess with the star of the show: 
fresh seafood. 

The local fluke ceviche has been called “perfect.” 
You know you're eating fish, but the flavor isn’t 
fish-y. There’s just the right amount of heat from the 
scallions and red onion, while the citrus lime flavor 
doesn’t overpower the sweetness of the fluke. 

A perfect counterpoint to the ceviche is the 
‘fried broccoli. The tempura-battered florets are 
accompanied by a sweet and spicy chili sauce that 
pairs well with the muted taste of the vegetable. 
Round out the first course with Montauk Pearls, 
oysters on the half shell of the local variety: “a nice, 
fresh taste of the bay in bivalve form.” 

If you like beer, order a pint of crisp Shipyard 
Monkey Fist IPA or a SweetWater 420 Extra Pale Ale: 
mild, lightly bitter, “a very-drinkable summer beer.” 

Or...you could listen to Ira, a server now in 
his fourth summer working at Westlake, who 
recommends the Bermuda Triangle cocktail. It’s a 
dangerous (but delicious!) drink: 18 ounces, three 
Diplomatico rums (anejo, plato reserve and exclusive 
reserve) infused with sugar cane, pineapple, orange, 
and banana liquor, and served in a humongous glass. 


“All you need are two,” Ira says, “but drink one and 
you'll be well on your way.” Where to? Someplace 
delightful, of course. 

The relaxed feelings engendered by all that rum are 
enhanced by the live music. Get a table on the porch 
and enjoy the sea breeze while a band plays tunes 
from the gravel patio featuring comfy chairs, as well 
as ring toss and a corn hole setup. 

Westlake is known for its sushi, and for good 
reason. Made from _ off-the-boat, directly-to-the- 
kitchen fish, it doesn’t get any better. Try the spicy 
tuna roll, a classic, certainly, but a roll that can easily 
be ruined by too much mayonnaise. Not at Westlake. 
“I thought I'd had a good spicy tuna roll, but this—this 
is amazing,” was overheard from diners at a nearby 
table. The preparation puts the fish front and center. 
Rather than tasting spicy mayo, you get hit with the 
briny fish essence of the tuna first, and the heat from 
the mayo follows, mixing with the sweet sushi rice. 
Other recommended rolls are Rough Riders (shrimp 
tempura, cucumber, spicy lobster salad, seared tuna) 
and yellowtail. 

Or try the lobster roll—the one that comes in a 
bun. “I’ve never seen one get sent back,” Ira says. It’s 
served unadorned: lobster salad, potato roll, lightly 
dressed arugula on the side. The first clue that the roll 
is exceptional is the presence of diced bell pepper, 
red onions and fresh-chopped dill. The pepper adds 
a great crunchy texture, while the onions breathe 
dimension into the lobster. The sharpness of the 
arugula cuts the richness of the shellfish nicely. It’s 
easy to see why this dish never gets sent back. 


The Westlake lobster roll with a side of peppery arugula. 


For dessert, get the lemon curd with blueberries 
and whipped cream in a crispy filo pastry shell that 
cracks when you push your fork through it. The 
creamy lemon curd pools with the fresh whipped 
cream, and the sweet blueberries are a wonderful 
complement to the tartness of the custard. A perfect 
finish to a delicious dinner. 

You can sample delicious food from Westlake Fish 
House at Dan’s ClambakeMTK at Gurney’s Montauk 
on July 30. Of the event, Westlake Chef Larry Kolar 
says he’s most looking forward to “seeing how other 
local chefs are using local ingredients.” So are we! @@L

How has the gluten-free eating trend affected 
your menu? : 

The gluten-free eating trend is great because my 
Lao cuisine is naturally gluten-free and dairy-free. 


What are you most looking forward to at Dan’s 
Harvest East End? 

I’m looking forward to serving my healthy, tasty, 
gluten-free and diary-free Lao cuisine to the public. 


Please complete this sentence: My mother would 
not approve of my using canned coconut milk 
because she prefers fresh coconut milk that 
she grates and extracts herself; but she would 
approve of the flavor I get from using honey to 
Make peanut sauce instead of sugar and using 
peanut butter to make it creamy. (Chopped peanuts 
would make it watery.) 


I could survive on a desert island if I just had: rice 
and water. 


What would you like to share with our readers 
that I have not thought to ask you about?

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Shaping Your Dietary Wellness Plan 


BY SHARON FEIEREISEN 


T urns out eating one-too-many scoops of gelato 
affects more than just our waistline—it can have 
a huge impact on the texture and overall health of 
our skin. With so many wellness and dietary fads it’s 
more important than ever to be aware of what we’re 
putting into our bodies. We turned to Maria Gerrato 
of MG Meal Appeal to get the scoop on the latest 
nutritional trends and the best (and worst) foods for 
our skin and general health. 


What foods do you recommend people consider 
adding to their diet on a daily basis? 

Foods such as avocado and olive oil, which contain 
monounsaturated fat. Small amounts can help reduce 
heart disease, inflammation and digestive issues. 


Any healthy snacks you can recommend? 

Kale chips are an excellent way to consume this 
nutrient-rich vegetable. I also like a small handful of 
cashews with some organic dark chocolate chips. 
Nuts can be high in calories, so it’s important to 
moderate. Fruit is always good when on the go. An 
exotic fruit, such as starfruit, kiwi, or mango, can be 
a fun way to bump up fruit intake. 


Certain foods can protect skin from aging. What are 
the best foods for glowing summer skin? 

Generally all fruits and vegetables provide a dense 
amount of nutrition for their low calories. Oranges 
are rich in vitamin C, which helps with collagen 
production. Brussels sprouts also are rich in vitamins 
A and C, as well as folate—all of which are important 
for the skin. Chocolate that’s heavy in cacao is good 
for the skin, as it contains antioxidants, and caffeine, 
which can be beneficial to the skin in moderation. 


What about foods that can help protect the skin 
from the sun? 

Oats contain a chemical that helps to inhibit sun 
damage to the skin. Citrus fruits have been shown 
to reduce skin cancer risk. Green tea and green leafy 
vegetables both contain powerful antioxidants and 
other chemicals that help to reduce skin cancer risk 
and sun damage. Walnuts, carrots, and red pepper 
have all been shown to reduce the damage ca 
by sunburn. > 


What foods would you recommend avoiding? 

Simple carbohydrates, like white rice and pasta. 
They can spike the blood sugar, contributing to skin 
aging and skin problems. 


When it comes to water, how do we know if we’re 
getting enough? 

A good general guideline is to never feel thirsty. 
By the time one registers thirst, he or she is already 
dehydrated. Getting in the habit of routinely drinking 
water, and avoiding caffeinated beverages, will help 
with maintaining hydration. 


There’s a constant influx “it” foods. What are some of 
your favorites? 

' Extra virgin olive oil has consistently maintained 
its popularity. It’s my favorite “it” food because it 
provides a multitude of health benefits. Flaxseed 
is also very popular, and with good reason: it’s 
rich in omega-3 fatty acids, which are important in 
skin health. 


What are your thoughts on the juicing trend? 
Juicing definitely has benefits, especially juicing 

dark green vegetables—you consume an incredible 

amount of nutrients in one glass. However, when

juicing one also misses out on fiber and other 
important components present in food. I recommend 
juicing as a supplement to one’s diet, or an occasional 
replacement of a meal. Trendy “juice fasts” are not a 
good idea.

2nd Quarter Reports: Numbers from Both Forks

he numbers are in! Town & Country Real Estate 

and Douglas Elliman Real Estate released their 
second quarterly reports for 2016 last week and 
here’s the state of the markets in the Hamptons and 
on the North Fork. 


Town & Country Real Estate 
Hamptons 
The second: three months of 2016 proved 
challenging, according to Town & Country, which 


reports “significant drops” in three areas. The 
number of homes sold fell in 8 of the 12 South Fork 
hamlets monitored by the firm, while Total Homes 
Sales Volume and Median Home Sale Price both saw 
declines in 9 of the 12 locales. 


Both the prestigious and _ usually fruitful 
Southampton Village and East Hampton 
Village saw _ significant declines in all three 


criteria. Total Homes Sales Volume fell by 
53% ($95M to $45M) year to year. in East Hampton 
Village—the greatest fall of all markets. Southampton 
Village was a close second, dropping 48% from

Is the Hamptons now a buyer’s market? 


$86M to $45M. 

While some areas were down, others were on the 
rise. The Sag Harbor area, including Noyac and North 
Haven, realized huge gains in the number of home 
sales, going up 100%, from 17 in 2015 to 34 this year. 
Total homes sales volume improved from $23.5M to 
$58M. Sag Harbor Village and Shelter Island, which 
recently saw a $32M listing—its most expensive ever 
on the island—both realized growth in the number 
of home sales, total homes sales volume and median 
home sales price. “Is there a shift in focus to the 
quaint boutique markets from the estate sections, 
or is it a function of price?”. Town & Country asks in 
their report. 

In Amagansett, 35% fewer homes changed hands, 
not for lack of interest, according to Town & Country, 
but more due to price sensitivity thanks to a nearly 
$2M median home sales price including properties 
both north and south of the highway. 

Only one of the eight price ranges monitored 
by Town & Country saw gains, and that was a 
9% increase in the number of home sales between 
$500,000 and $999,000—the most popular price 
category. “While the second quarter home 
sales report proved what | have said about the 
$10 million and up price categories. being hit. the 
hardest, | do anticipate the next three months will

North Fork 

The North Fork saw uneven 
growth in the second quarter of 
2016. Southold (including New 
Suffolk and Peconic) offered the 
highest gains in the number of home 
sales, improving 25%—from 28 in the 
second quarter of 2015 to 35 during 
the same period in 2016—but the 
Total Home Sales Volume dropped 
by 14%, and Median Home Sales 
price fell by 6%. Jamesport (which 
includes Aquebogue, Baiting Hollow 
and South Jamesport) increased 
by 18% in the number of home 
sales, and went up 20% in Total 
Home Sales Volume. Mattituck (with 
Laurel and Cutchogue) and Orient 


(with East Marion and Greenport) The North Fork waterfront is attractive to home bivees 


had one less home sale each in the 
second quarter, year over year. 

Monitoring all North Fork markets, only two 
of the five price categories had _ declines. 
The $500,000-$999,000 category fell 22.45% from 
49 to 38 from 2015 to 2016, and the $5M and up, 
where there were no sales versus last year. The 
number of home sales overall rose 8% over 2015, 
but Total Home Sales Volume tipped back 3%, and 
Median Home Sales were down 14%. 

“The North Fork has established definite traction,” 
Desiderio says. “I anticipate the second half of 2016 
to continue to gain momentum as more and more 
people discover the richness of North Fork living.”

Douglas Elliman Real Estate 
Hamptons 
Douglas Elliman reports the number of homes 
sold in the Hamptons declining by 20.5% from the 
same period last year. This is the fourth consecutive 
quarter of drops, but the 561 homes sold remains a 
higher number than the 450 quarterly sales average 
of the past decade. Listing inventory is down 
9.9% in quarter two. “The pace of the market

Sales at or above $5M fell 20%. The 

time homes stay on the market 

was up by 5 days, or 3%, over the 

second quarter of 2015. 

North Fork 

The North Fork was _ wholly 
positive, showing higher prices and 
more sales in quarter two versus 
2015. For the ninth consecutive 
year, the year-over-year quarterly 
increase median sales price ticked 
up 2.9% to $535,000. The average 
sale price also improved 8.3% to 
$694,387 from the second quarter 
/€ of 2015. 

'= Unlike on the South Fork, the 
® North Fork luxury market (top 10% 
of all sales) grew more than the 

market overall. The luxury median 
price surged 33.4% to $1,797,500, 
while the average sales price went up 15.3% in the 
luxury market, to $2,018,347, over the second three 

months of 2015. 

The number of sales improved 4.7% to 179—the 
highest second quarter in eight years—while listing 
inventory fell 7.9% to 546 over last year. So, while 
the South Fork experienced the reverse trends anda 
market cool off, the falling inventory and rising sales 
have resulted in this market beginning to catch fire. @&
